New York, Feb. 26—Evelyn Thaw 


has triumphed 
over 
Jerome. 
The 


prosecutor ended his cross examina- 
tion of the girl at 12:30 today, and 
at its conclusion, she was smiling, 
confident and still fighting. Jerome 
had weakened ,her story in places, 
but in the jnain, the young .witness 
had defeated her- trained adversary 
in the "uneinlal war of words which 
has lasted four days and a half. 


•Coupled with the girl's 
victory, 


another was scored by Delmas for thp 
defense who neatly blocked Jerome 
at every turn when the latter sought 
to discredit Evelyn 
by putting Abe 


Hummell, the 
disbarred 
attorney. 


who formerly, acted 
for Stanford 


White, on the stand. This "star" 
state witness was not able to 
shed 


the faintest light on the past life ot 
the tormer chorus girl. Checkmated, 
Jerome had no course but to with- 
draw Hummell and 
conclude with 


Evelyn. 


Near 
the finish the 
prosecutor 


struck what was probably his most 
effective blow at the girl, when he in- 
troduced her school diary, the notes 
in which tended to show the state of 
mind at the time she went to Pomp- 
ton. Jesting remarks about her "vir- 
tuous White 'bed," and "a weakness 
for Rector's which she knew was not 
a proper place for young girls" were 
read to the jury. 
If Jerome was 


baffled, his expession did not betray 
his feelings as he left the court room 
at the noon recess. 


Glancing back over Evelyn's testi- 


mony, direct and under cross exam- 
ination, the general 
impression 
is 


that she had proved an exceptionally 
strong witness. 
The importance ot 


her direct testimony is readily under- 
stood. 
In the main it remains un- 


shaken. If Jerome's attack has found 
a vulnerable spot, it has been the 
girl's character, rather than her ver- 
acity. 


EVELYN FACED PERJURY. 


It was generally understood 
that 


when court opened, Evelyn faced pos- 
sible exposure as a pei.iurer, either ov- 
er her own signature for making false 
statements in the affida\it if it shjuld 
be proved genuine, or through 
her 


denial of it on the witness stand. 


But there were many weaknesses in 


Jerome's proof as was acknowledged 
by every one familiar with the situ- 
ation. Hummel, who was on hand 
early, is today under conviction 
fly 


conspiracy -with an additional charge 
of subordination of perjury hanging 
over him. And the man who placed 
him in this position is Jerome. How 
much importance the jury will attach 
to anything Hummel said can only be 
guessed. 


Evelyn herself had left loopholes of 


escape from the ignominy of being 
branded a perjurer which it was ad- 
mitted Jerome would have a 
hard

offered no possibilities to Jerome was 
that she heard Hummell dictate the 
affidavit to his stenographer. 
Before 


the trial opened 
there 
was much 


doubt whether Evelyn would be called 
to the stand today. Jerome announced 
yesterday he might not call her, pre- 
ferring to impeach her testimony if 
he could through other witnesses. 


It was known the 
defense 
would 


question the young wife further 
in 


regard to the affidavit 
if the testi- 


mony of Hummell and his companions 
should present Evelyn in a bad light. 
Delmas had prepared himself to cross- 
examine these witnesses thoroughly 
however, and it was anticipated sev- 
eral hours would be required to com- 
plete this examination. 


When Jerome 
announces 
he 
is 


through with Evelyn there will prob- 
ably be a few hours for the witness 
under Delmas handling. 


This will be to present some of the 


dark testimony Jerome 
has 
drawn 


from her in a more favorable light. 


Just what the defense will do after 


Evelyn is finally withdrawn is pro- 
blematical. 
More expert 
testimony 


has been promised but in view of 
Thaw's fears that his own experts are 
preparing the way to send him to 
Mattewan they may be dispensed with. 
Mrs. Tshaw, the mother, may be ex- 
cused from testifying on the 
same 


ground. 
Beyond this little is known 


of the testimony the defense has in 
afore. 


THAW IN GOOD SPIRITS. 


Abraham Hummell, the disbarred 


attorney, who promises to be the 
state's, club; withjWhich to knock oat 
Evelyn Thaw's testimony, 
was on 


early arrival at the court this morn- 
ing, taking a seat 
within the rail 


and gazing about for several minutes 
with a grin that seemed to indicate 
his pleasure at again being back in 
court. 


Court was called to order at 10:40, 


Thaw and all of the attorneys being 
in their seats. 
The defendant ap- 


peared in particularly 
good spirits 


and busied himself with a portfolio 
and a number of letters.

stood up and an argument 
ensued. 


When Lyon' was on the stand two 
weeks ago, to tell

Thaw's will in his custody from the 
time it was executed

turned over to Lawyer Gleason, he 
promised to send letters of instruc

letters were sent for from his bank 
in Pittsburg. Hartridge in his reply 
to Jerome's request for an order to 
have all the letters sent here, said:

JEROME WANTED ALL LETTERS. 


"My recollection is that I said I 


wanted all letters," said Jerome. 


Justice Fitzgerald asked what au- 


thority he had for directing an order 
against a man out of his jurisdiction 
and Jerome admitted that there was 
no authority except in that Mr. Lyon

Washington, Feb. 26. — The shifl 


subsidy idea secured a marked Im- 
petus in the house, which adopted a 
rule that probably will insure the pas- 
sage by the house of the Littauer sub- 
stitute for the senate bill and result 
before final adjournment in positive 
legislation. The rule was reported by 
Dalzell from the committee on rules 
in the shape of a resolution providing 
that the compromise bill shall be con- 
sidered, with debate limited to five 
hours, and that the final vote shall b« 
taken not later than next Friday af- 
ternoon at 3 o'clock. 
The rule waa 


adopted by a vote of 158 to 122, 24 
Republicans voting with the Demo- 
crats in opposition to the rule. TMd 
rule was agreed upon unexpectedly 
by the rules committee at a meeting 
held after the visit of Secretary Root 
to the capitol, and it was very geneiv 
ally understood that the administra- 
tion was responsible for the commit- 
tee's action. 


The conference report on the Indian 


appropriation bill was adopted, aa was 
the conference report on the Bill pro- 
viding for the allotment and distribu- 
tion of Indian tribal funds. A numbef 
of small bills were passed. 


The senate in executive session ral» 


ifled the Santo Domingo treaty, whicli 
provides for the assistance of tti» 
United States in the collection and. 
application of the customs revenues 
of the Dominican republic. The vote 
was 43 to 19, which Is one more than 
the two-thirds required. 


The senate passed the agricultural 


appropriation bill,carrying$10,000,000y 
postofflce appropriation bffl, carrying 
$210,000,000; the pension approprti- 
tion bill, carrying $145,000,000, andttte 
bill authorizing the establishment oS 
an agiicultural bank in the Philippiri* 
Islands. The principal fight over th» 
agricultural bill took place on tti0 
Beveridge amendment requiring the 
packers to pay the cost of administer- 
ing the meat inspection law. TbJi 
amendment was defeated on a point 
of order. Mr. Beveridge secured th« 
adoption of an amendment which re- 
quires the date of canning and inspec- 
tion to appear on the label of the can 
containing meat products. 


Mr Lodge secured the passage of 


the Philippine agricultural bank bill. 
An amendment to this bill offered by 
Senator Culberson, declaring the in- 
tention of the United States to be to 
abandon the islands as soon as a sta- 
ble independent government should 
be established, was defeated. 


The senate also passed a bill grant- 


ing a service pension to army nurses. 
Those who are disqualified to earn a 
livelihood and have reached the age 
of C2 years are to receive $12 a 
month; at 70 jears, $15, and at 75 
years, 520.

Special counsel for the government 


made particular attack upon the re- 
organization and financing ot the Chi 
cago & Alton railroad by the Harri- 
man syndicate and their action, with 
a challenge by counsel for the rail- 
roads of the right of the interstate 
commerce commission to inquire into 
the private transactions of an indi- 
vidual, constituted the 
two chief 


events of the proceedings. 


There was an effort to show by Har- 


.riman's testimony and the records of 
the company that there had been an 
enormous inflation of the stock secur- 
ities and liabilities of the Alton; that 
the Harriman syndicate had taken un- 
fair profits by declaring a dividend of 
30 per cent from the proceeds of the 
first sale of bonds, amounting to |40,- 
000,000; that the syndicate had sold 
itself the bonds at an unreasonably 
low figure only to resell them at an 
enormous profit; that the Harriman 
syndicate had in the Alton capitalized 
the losses of former. stockholders in 
the road and the nroney which had 
been spent by the old management for 
betterments over a period of 1,0 years 
and already charged to operating ex- 
penses; that the books of the com-1 
pany had been doctored, and that for 
an increase of the stock and liabilities 
from roughly $40,000,000 to $116,000,- 
000, there was nothing to show ex- 
cept an expenditure of $22,000,000 in 
improvements of the property. 
Mr 


Harriman's testimony was a denial of 
all charges. 


By direction of counsel. Mr. Harri- 


lian declined to tell what proportion 
of the preferred stock of the Alton 
sold to the Union Pacific belonged to 
him individually, and the way was 
paved for taking the question into the 
federal courts. The point raised in- 
volves a material limitation upon the 
inquisitorial power of the commission, 
and is of serious importance to the 
whole question of interstate corpora- 
tion investigation.

The witness had never seen Thaw 


take cocaine, and did not tell Abra- 
ham Hummell she had, nor that Thaw 
had tried to administer cocaine to 
her. 


Mrs. Thaw at the direction of Mr. 


Jerome repeated all the stories White 
had told her about Harry Thaw. 


"So by the time he arrived in Amer- 


ica you had to cease to love him?" 
"Yes, I thought it all very horrible." 


Mrs. 
Thaw said her reconciliation 


wjth Thaw took place a few days be- 
fore Christmas, 1903, when she went 
to dinner at the Cafe Beaux Arts on 
the invitation of Mazie Follette, and 
there unexpectedly found Thaw. Be- 
fore this reconciliation, she said, 
Thaw sent her flowers, hut denied he 
had ever sent her jewelry.

Thaw testified that she went 


with Thaw to the Grand hotel in Jan- 
uary, 1904, and lived with him as his 
wife. One day, because of a conver- 
sation she had on the street with a 
woman, she left the defendant and 
spent the night at the Hotel York, re- 
turning to Thaw the next day. 


"Did you let Mr. Thaw know at any 


time that you had held any improper 
relations with any other man besides 
Stanford White?" asked Mr. Jerome.

long did you stay at the 


Grand hotel?" "Until we went to Eu- 
rope the second time. I think it was 
March 1, 1904." - 


"When you went to Europe what 


names did you travel under?" "Mr. 
Thaw tiaveled as Mr. Harry K. Thaw 
and I traveled as Miss Evelyn Nesbit." 


This trip included visits to London, 


Paris and numerous Italian cities, and 
lasted until November.

Mrs. Thaw about her visit to Hummel, 
leading from a photographic copy of 
the famous affidavit. Mr. Jerome said 
that he would later submit the paper 
to the witness, but in the meantime 
he got practically the entire document 
before the jury by asking questions 
covering every one of its allegations. 
Mrs. Thaw declared she had not told 
Hummel the things alleged. 


One of the incidents related in the 


affidavit which Mr. Jerome read was 
that while traveling in Europe Thaw 
had torn her clothes from her body 
and had beaten her, acting all the 
fvjuiie like a peisoa demented. 


"Did 
you tell Mr. Hummel that
